provinces an area of more than 500,- 
000 sq uare miles, and if Yuk on terri­ 
tory were added to BritishColumbia 
would give the latter an area of 681,- 
000. 
While the Canadian provinces do 
not enjoy so large a degree of auton­ 
omy as the American states, there is 
no doubt that the turning of the ter­ 
ritories, or at least the occupied por­ 
tion of them, into provinces will have 
a tendency greatly to stimulate devel­ 
opment and population. 
New groups 
of population and commercial interest 
will he created. 
New railways and 
developmental projects can he under­ 
tak en without appealing to Ottawa. 
The field of political ambition and po­ 
sition will he greatly widened; and, 
generally, a feeling of new life and 
ocal initiative will become manifest 
n western Canada. 
The towns that 
will be the capitals of the new prov­ 
inces will undoubtedly beflbflt much 
from their new dignity, though it is 
to be expected that in Canada, as in 
the state, the capital will not neces­ 
sarily mak e the city. Both Edmonton 
and Calgary desire to he the capital 
of the province of Alberta, but which 
ever is 
disappointed, 
it is certain 
that it will he a good town—as good, 
perhaps, as it would have been with 
the capital. 
Regina seems to be without any 
serious rival as the 
capital of the 
eastern of the new provinces, and 
will certainly receive many benefits 
from the fact. 
Altogether it may safely be said 
that the creation of the occupied ter­ 
ritories of western Canada into prov­ 
inces mark s not only a new political, 
but also a new industrial, era.

a DECOY” DOGS CATCH DUCKS 


Recent Revival tn England of Strange 
“Sport” of Luring Birds. 


“ The cleverest of all dom^tic ani­ 
mals except the elephant,” is what 
the London Sp^tator calls the decoy 


dog . 
This hig hly trained pet Is trained 
to lead wild ducks Into a fair way to 
be roasted. He appears on the bank 
of a lake where the ducks are feed­ 
ing , attracks their attention by per­ 
forming strang e antics, and g radually 
leads them to slaug hter. 
Ducks are 
literally a prey to curiosity when a 
decoy dog is about. 
Duck ponds where decoy dog s may 
be “ worked” are becoming fashionable 
ag ain In Eng land. At one time only 
a few 
survived—forty -four 
In the 
entire king dom. More are now being 
prepared, larg ely by a famUy named 
Skelton, who are expert decoy makers. 
The decoy s owned by B. O- Pretty - 
man, M. P.. y ields 3.000 ducks a y ear 
from a pond of less than three acres. 
A screened summer-house Is erected 
above each of tlte four "pipes.” or 
duck traps, so that the g « » try , them­ 
selves unseen, can watch the curious 
operation of decoy ing . 
A decoy pond should be kept quiet, 
so that the ducks shall never see 
men walking near It.

maker plants the pond round vrlUi a 
belt of trees, while an Innar belt a t
